A‘ contract in excess of $12,000,- | 
000 between the United States 
Sugar Corporation and a Paim | 
Beach contractor will bring to frui- 
tion in 1962 a new and, modern 
sugar mill in this area when com- | 
pleted at the Bryant Plantation of 
U. S. Sugar Corporation, % mile 
from Canal Point. Officials of the 
company in Clewiston told The 
Everglades News that the road 
has been cleared for erection of 
the mill and that directors of the 
corporation have given the green 
light to the undertaking. 

Present plans, said the official, 
al) for erection of the plant ‘and 
grinding ~ ‘of cane to No- 
vember 1962. At present the cane 
grown in the Eastern Division by 
the USSC is shipped by freight 
from Canal Point to Clewiston over 
the Florida East Coast Railway 
and Atlantic Coast Line Railroad. 
Freight charges alone on cane ship- 
ped over this route amount to more 
than half a million dollars each į 
cane season. 

Erection of the mill at Bryant 
will bring to Canal Point and the 
surrounding area many new work- 
ers who will necessarily have to 
have somewhere to call home. Some 
new homes will have to built. It is 
estimated that around 300 work- 
men (colored and white) will be 
needed to keep the giant wheels of 
the sugar mill rolling through the į 
24 hour grinding days that are us- 
ual from the middle of October 
until the middle of April. 

The economic impact upon this 
immediate area can be imagined 
with huge new payrolls in the off- 
ing. The USSC plans extensive in- 
crease in their cane acreage in the 
immediate future. The company 
already owns thousands of acres 
of land suitable to sugar cane grow- 
ing and many sections of it will 
be planted to sugar cane in the im- 
mediate future. Employment in ‘the 
Canal Point area should pick up 
just the minute that USSC starts 
its new operations of planting and 


making ready for future harvests.

A new, modern and up-to-date 
water plant will be built by the 
United States Sugar Corporation 
at Bryant to furnish pure fresh 
water for the new sugar mill 
which will be erected and in ope- 
ration for the fall cane season 
of 1962.

Prime purpose for 
operation of the present plant is 
to furnish water to thé Bryant 
plantation of the Corporation 
and residents of Canal Point 
areas herein described. 


Louisiana Must 
Grind Cane Early 


The sugar cane producing area 
of Louisiana does not enjoy the 
continued year ’round excellent 
cane growing weather that we 
have here on the eastern shore of 
Lake Okeechobee. Cane in Louis- 
iana must necessarily be cut be- 
fore Christmas and cold weather. 
More than 40 small sugar mills 
(raw sugar factories) serve the 
more than 300,000 acres of sugar 
cane grown in Louisiana. They 
are nearly finished with the 
sugar cane crop harvest in that 
area now, according to reports 
reaching Canal Point. It is here 
on Lake Okeechobee with the 
balmy weather and an occasional 
cool spell that sugar cane har- 
vest can start the middle of 
October and continue through 
until April.

The refinery will be erected im- 
mediately-adjacent to the new 
sugar mill at Bryant which will te 
built by the United States Sugar 
Corporation, operators of the sugar 
| mill in Clewiston where sugar cane 
raised in the Canal Point area is 
shipped to be manufactured into 
raw sugar. From Clewiston the 
raw sugar is shipped to Savannah 
| to be refined into Dixie Crystals

Officials of the Sugar Corpora- 
tion in Clewiston told The Ever~ 
| glades News that the refinery will
